DUBLIN NOTES.

The last six months have been a frving 
period for most of the Irish banks, but all 
of them have emerged from it with flying 
colours. The balance-sheets which were 
submitted to the meetings of shareholders 
during the last week afford ample proof 
of that pleasent fact. All of them told 
the same tale of expanding deposits and 
handsome profits.

During the last six months the conditions 
1 in Ireland tended to make trade: difficult, 
if not impossible. Over a wide area 
markets and fairs were prohibited, postal 
services were dislocated, and the transport 
of goods by road and rail was a hazardous 
undertaking. In circumstances such as 
these enterprise could not flourish. No 
person thought of risking capital in the 
expansion of business, Everybody's main 
object was to conserve his resources and 
to reduce his commitments as far as 
possible. In addition to the obstacles 
which politics placed in its path, Irish 
trade was hampered by other causes. The 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease, for 
instance, prevented the export of store 
cattle at the moment when, in the ordinary 
course, the traffic should have reached its 
highest level. The English Ministry of Agri- 
culture showed a timidity that was quite 
inexcusable, and its absurd restrictions 
and regulations robbed the Irish farmers 
of a considerable share of their incomes. 
Cattle were detained in Ireland for weeks 
after the outbreak had been subdued ; and 
they not only depreciated in value, but 
made serious redactions in the supplies 
of feeding-stuffs that were intended 
for young stock. Furthermore, Ireland 
suffered her full share of the world-wide 
depression in industry. Now, however, the 
conditions are improving. The truce has 
given the people new confidence, and 
there are signs that a general revival of 
industrial activity is at hand. 

The Irish banks have been conducted 
with wisdom and prudence during a time 
of exceptional diffienlty, and they are in 
& position to provide every reasonable 
demand for accommodation that their 
customers may make upon them. Their 
prosperity is due in some measure—as the 
directors have been quick to acknowledge— 
to the efficiency of their staffa.: In every 
case the most cordial relations exist be- 
tween employers and employed. The 
arrangements which were made at the 
close of th» unfortunate dispute have 
worked smoothly and both sides have 
observed them loyally. The higher scales 
of salaries have increased the banks’ work- 
ing expenses by a considerable sum; but 
the shareholders have not suffered in the 
slightest degree.

| MOUNT EVEREST. 


EXPEDITION’S PROGRESS. 
— 
A DAY IN A BUDDHIST

(FROM COLONEL HOWARD BURY. 
WORLT’S COPYRIGHT, IND BUPPRIED BY 
THE MOUNT EVEREST COMMITTEE. 

TINGRI DZONG, Jouxr 26th ' 
(By runner to Phari). 

After leaving our rae camp we re- 
turned inio the vailcy of thé Rhong Chu River, 
flowing from the west. a very considerable 
volume of water. Major Morshed and his 
surveyors were kept extremely busy en route 


climbing the hills on either side of the valley,” 


and taking observations, as this was now all 
new country through which we were passing, 
and had never been surveyed before. Already 
he and his surveyors have mapped out some 
25,000 square miles of new country. The views 
from some of the hills are most wonderful, ex- 
tending from beyond Chomophari over 120 
miles away to the east, and embracing practi- 
cally all the high snow peaks from Chomophari 
to Gosainthan, a distance of some 250 miles. 
In the centre Everest stood up all by itself, a 
wonderfully-shaped peak, towering sev 
thousand feet above its neighbours, entirely 
without rival. Two days’ march up the valley 
of the Bhong brought us to Kishong, a pretty 
little village, surrounded by willows and sea 
‘buckthorn. From Kishong to Shekas Dzong is 
a short mareh. The latter place is the head- 
quarters of the district, Two Jongpens resided 
there—one lay, the other ecclesiastical. There 
was also a lerge monastery, with 400 monks. 
VISIT TO A MONASTERY. 

In the morning we called on the ecclesiastical 
Jongpen, the other being away at Lhassa. We 
presented the Jongpen with a lever light 
electric torch, and at first it rather frightened 
iim, but afterwards caused great astonish- 
ment and gave much pleasure. In the after- 
noon we went up to visit the monastery. We 
were met by the official bead of the monastery, 
who conducted us into the main temple, which 
was very dark, and smelt strongly of rancid 
butter from all the butter lamps. Several 
life-sized statues of the Buddha were covered 
with precious stones and turquoises, and behind 
them was a colossal figure of the Buddha, quite 
50 feet high. Round ahout the temple were 
eight curious figures, some ten feet high, 
dressed in quaint flounce dresses, which, I was 
told, were the eight guardians. of the shrinc. 
We then went up steep, slippery ladders, almost 
in complete darkness, until we came out on 4 
platform opposite the gilded face of the great 
Buddha. There were offerings of grain and 
butter in greet profusion. Before leaving, we 
went to cail on the old abbot of the monastery, 
the reincarnation of a former ‘abbot. He was 
most interested in us, and his attendants 
eventually persuaded him to come ont and be 
photographed. as we all wanted a picj ure of 
him, since they said his time on earth now 
was very short. 

THE SUPPLIES BASE. 

The nex! day brought ws to Tinzri Drong, a 
small trading mart, situated on an isolated hill 
in the middie of a great plain, gradually ris 
ing io Mount Everesi, and the wonderful snowy 
chain of mountains. from 25,900 to 27,000 feet 
high, forming the Tibet-Nepal boundary. Hcre 
we were given an old Chinese rest house to 
live in, as this is cur base for stores and 
supplies while we are reconnoitring the 
appallingly etees northern and north-western 
approaches to Mount Everest.

THE CATTLE EMBARGO.

MONUMENT UNVEILED. 


The Prince of Wales paid a visit to Dover 
yesterday to unveil the monument. erected to 
the memory of the Dover Patrol—the men who 
kept the narrow sea between England and France 
during the whole ofthewar. The monument, 
which is of granite, is of obelisk form, 83 feet 
high, and ig erected on a mound. On the sea- 
ward front of the monument is this inscrip- 
ion :— á 

“To the Glory of God, and in everlasting 
remembrance of the Dover Patrol, 1914-19.” 

monument is one of three memorials to 
the Patrol, thé two others having been erected 
on the French coast, and in New York harbour, 
respectively. 

Tue Prince of Wales, who was in Naval 
uniform, arrived at Dover shortly after 10 
a.m., and was received by the Mayor and 
Corporation, who presented him with an ad 
ress. 

Accompanied by Admiral Sir Lionel Halsey, 
he motored through decorated streets, lined 
with cheering crore, 

At the memorial, just outside the village of 
St. Margeret’s, the crowds, who had hired every 
motor car ni Dover and district days before, 


and those who had cycled or walked in their 
thousands to 'the unveiling, received him with 
tremendous cheering. 

Among those who welcomed the Prince were 
Sir Edwin Farnley, President of the Dover 
Patrol Committee; Mr. Alfred C. Leney, Chair- 
man of the Committee; Lord Northbourne, Sir 
Hugh Thomes, Commander-in-Chief at the 
Nore; General Jord Horne, Admirl Sir Roger 
Keyes, Sir Thomas Ferguson, Col. Sir Thomas 
and Lady Polson, and the Bishop of Dover. . 

Lady Northcliffe and the First Lord of the 
Admiralty sent messages regretting their in- 
ability to be present. 

AT THE MEMORIAL. 

As the Prince approached, the crowd, led by 
the band of the Royal Marines, sang “‘ God 
Bless the Prince of Wales.” 

The Prince inspected the Guard of Honour, 
composed of Royal Marines, Bluejackets, and 
boys of the Duke of York’s School. He then 

laced his own wreath—a magnificent one of 
autre] leaves, carnations, and jilies—against the 
memorial, 

Mr. Leney said that the three monuments 
were intended to commemorate the loyal and 
glorious comradeship that existed between the 
three Navies who fought side by side for the 
common good of mankind, They recalled the 
glorious fight of the Broke and Swift, and the 
noble endurance of the gallant men of the 
Trawler and Drifter Patrol—the whole crowned 
by the unforgettable episode of Zeebrugge. 

The Prince of Wales unveiled the ba of 
the monument, which was draped with Union 
Jacks, aud the Bishop of. Dover dedicated it. 

THE. PRINCE’S SPEECH. 

In his speech, the Prince said that he re- 
guided it as a great honour te have been 
asked to unveil the monument to the gallant 
men of the Dover Patrol as a landmark and a 
lasting memorial to perpetuate a chapter oi 
British maritime history that would ever serve 
as an inspiration to the generations that came 
after. The name of Dover was closely con- 
nected with this memorial, and with the deeds 
of the men to whom they were doing honour 
that day. He recalled thet in the Middle Ages 
ljover, as one of the Cinque Ports; bore a 
large share in. England’s sea defence. The 
traditions of the Cinque Ports of ancient days 
had been worthily upheld in our own time, not 
oniy by the seamen of Dover and its neighbour- 
hood, but by men from all parte of the 
United Kingdom, who patrolled the Straite of 
Dover, in the face of unknown perils, against a 
inerciless enemy. “ Let us be grateful for their 
example and devotion, and pray that their spirit 
may never die.” 

The Prince was presented by Sir Edwin 
Farnley with a paper-weight, made from the 
granite uted in the construction of the monu- 
ment. 

The “ Last Post,” followed by the Benedic 
tion and the National Anthem, concluded the 
ceremony. 

The. Prince lunched with Lord Beauchamp 
at Walmer Castle before going on to Folkestone 
to lay the foundation stone of a Nurses’ Home 
in connection with the Royal Victoria Hospital. 


SEIZURE OF UNITED 
STATES STEAMERS. 


ALL THE VESSELS RELEASED. 


Tt is announced that the seizure of the 
United States Mail Line eteamers was caused 
by a slight legal difference of opinion between 
the United States Mail Company and the 
Shipping Board. The Shipping Board, it is 
said, acted without due notice, and the com- 
pany have secured an injunction from the 
Federal Courts, restraining the Board from ail 
interference with their steamers. The com- 
plete fleet is once more in possession of the 
company, and there is no alteration in the 
scheduled seilinge. The es. America has sailed 
from New York for Europe, and will return 
from Queensiown on 12th August. 


MEXICAN OIL DEPOSITS. 


QUESTION OF NATIONALISATION., 

A telegram, dated Mexico City, Wednesday, 
savs—The Chamber of Deputies last night voted 
down the request by General Obregon, President 
of the Republic, that be be granted extraordi- 
nary powers t6 adjust Article 27 of the Consti- 
tution, which nationalises the oil deposits. The 
Senate had voted in favour of acceding to the 
request. The article in question has long been 
a stumbling-block to the relations between 
Mexico and the United States, the latter re- 
garding it as confiscstory. Last night’s action 
by the Chamber of Depulics is regarded as in- 
dicating a definite split between the President 
and his party. 


THE DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE. 


On the completion of his term of five veare 
as Governor-General of Canada, the Duke of 
Devonshire arrived at Javerpoo!l yesterday on 
the Canadian-Pacific liner Empress of France. 
The Duke, who was accompanied by the 
Duchess, said that he was very grateful for all 
the kindness he had received in the Dominion 
and for the splendid send-off the people gave 
him. He regarded the five years he had spent 
in Canada as one of the happiest pericds of 
his life. With regard to trade prpspects in 
Canada, His Grace was decidedly optimistic. 
There had been a certain amount cf unemplor- 
ment in the winter, but generally he thought 
the conditions were fairly favourable. Harvest 
prospects, especially in the West, were very 
good, though it had been a little dry in eastern 
Canada. n landing from the cteamer the 
Duke and Duchess and their party motored to 
Chatsworth, where they will stay fora 
few days before going to London, 


IRISH RAILWAYS AND 
DECONTROL. 


Mr. Herbert Wilson, K.C., is one of the three 
ntlemen who have agreed to act as a tribunal 
or the distribution of the £3,000,000 due by 
the Government to the Irish railway ‘companies 
up to the date of de-control, and not Mr. D.

BUSINESS OF THE SESSION. 


The Press Association says:—There is a 
possibility of a more rapid despatch of the 
remaining business of the Parliamentary session 
than was expected a few days ago. It is under- 
stood that the Opposition peers have intimated 
that three days will be sufficient for the dis- 
cussion of the Railways Bill in Committee and 
on report. In the House of Lords the Corn 
Production Acts (Repeal) Bill is likely to be 
through by Thursday of next week, and the 
Safeguarding of Industries Bill is not expected 
to occupy much time. A prorogation on August 
19th is not unlikely. 


DONEGAL MOTOR CYCLE 
ACCIDENT.

LORD CURZON RECEIVES 
FRENCH AMBASSADOR.

Reuter’s Agency learns from French sources 
that, acting upon instructions from Paris, Count 


upon the Marquis Curzon ‘yesterday afternoon, 
and informed him, in substance, that the French 
Government did not deem it possible to decide 
upon the holding of a meeting of the Su 
Council before the question of sendi 

to Upper Silesia had been settled. Curzon 
took, a note of the conversation, and replied that 
he Would refer the matter to the Cabinet. 

In an earlier statement, Reuter’s Agency said 
that, judging from the misleading accounts in 
the Paris Press, which do not, of course, elaim 
to have official authority, a cortain 
standing seems to have arisen a. the past 
twenty-four hours in regard to the Upper 
Silesian question. The statement published in 
Paris that the meeting of the Supreme Council 
on August 4th will only take place if, before- 
hand, reinforcements are sent to Upper Silesia, 
can only be based on an entirely incorre¢t ver- 
sion of the conversations in London and Paris. 
The statement that the Committee of Experts 
is beginning its work in Paris to-morrow is pre- 
mature. | 

The recent communications emanating from 
the Allied High Commissioners at Oppein were 
considered at the Conference of Ambassadors 
to-day (says a Paris telegram of Wednesday). 
The Conference further decided the terms of 
the communication to be addressed to the Ger- 
man Government with regard to the super- 
session of Herr von Stark as German Commis- 
sioner for the occupied territories. 

DIVIDED GERMAN OPINIONS. 

A Berlin telegram of Wednesday says: 
Opinion scems to be divided hmong the ruling 
classes in Germany as to the merits of the 
Anglo-Italian proposal at once to hand over to 
Germany and Poland those districts which, on 
the basis of the plebiscite, would in any case 
be assigned to them. While. on the one side the 
argument is pat forward that by this scheme 
the area of conflict would be sensibly diminished 
and the Allied troops’ task of maintaining order 
very much facilitated, on the other, there fs 
some apprebension among Germans lest the un- 
allotted remnant of Upper Silosia may be like- 
wise cut in two in the course of the negotiations, 
and that Germany may thus lose portions of the 
industrial region to which it lays claim. 

“ FANTASTICAL SUPPOSITIONS.” 

A Paris telegram, dated Wednesday, 
states:—A semi-official statement on the 
Upper Silesian question says -—Certain sup- 
positions, euch as the idea attributed to the 
French of imposing tho Polish claims by force, 
and intervening in Russia in case of the fall 
of the Soviet Government, have found ere 
dence in London, and to a large extent ex- 
plain. the official British hostility to the rein- 
forcement of our troops in Upper Silesia. In 
Paris such suppositions appear abeolutely fan- 
tastical. France has only one anxicly—viz., 
the eecurity of hor troops; only one «desire— 
viz., to get the Silesian problem settled as 
600n ag possible. She desires a definite doci- 
sion, and it is to assure its execution that she 
proposes an increase of the Allied forces. 


INTER-ALLIED COMMISSION’S 
VIEWS. 

A Paris telegram, dated Wednesdey, eays:— 
Tie Diplomatic Correspondent of the Havas 
Agency gives the following details of the tele- 
cram from the Inter-Allied Commission at 
Oppeln, which was read at this morning's meet- 
ing of the Conference of Ambassadors :—On 
July 19th a telegram was eent to the Con- 
ference of Ambassadors, over the signature of 
the three Allied © jssionere— General 
Lerond, Sir Harold Stuert, and General de 
Marinis—giving the opinion of the Commission 
on the situation in Uprer Silesia, The telegram 
declared that in spite of the fact that the 
administration of tho country had been taken 
over by the Allied authorities, end in epite of 
a resumption of the economic life of the 
couatry, a very dangerous situation existed in 
Upper Silesia itself and on the frontier. The 
Commission¢re considered that the state of 
excitement arising out of the enmity between 
the two sides would continue as long as the 
state of uncertainty which prevailed was not 
ended. They added that the Inter-Allied 
Commission wos not morely a question of 
authority, but also a question of force and time. 
Undesirable agents were still im the country, 
and disarmament wag not complete. Each side 
feared attack from the other,; and rumours, 


commit acts without refiection, The situation 
would remain uncertain unti! each side had 
been definitely informed as to iis ultimate fate. 
In conclusion, the telegram eaid that (1) the 
situation in Upper Silesia was serious, and 
demanded the immediate attention of the 
Allied Governments; (2) that it threatened to 
remain uncertain ns long as a fair decision, 
which was demanded by both sides, was not 
arrived at; (3) that the forces placed at the 
disposal of the Commission were insufficient, not 
only io prevent a.fresh insurrection, but even 
to maintain efficaciously order in the country. 
If the Powers deferred their decision, reinforce- 
ments would only become more urgent. 

Hevas Agency adds:—Such is the document 
which has confirmed the reports received by the 
French Government from another authoritative 
source. These réporis furnished the basis of 
iig opinion that the Allied forces m Upper 
Silesia were insufficient to maintain order, and 
still more to prevent a fresh insurrection, 
alwars te be feared both from Germans and 
Poles, and especially to impose the final 
decisions of the Powers, which might displease 
either the Germang or the Poles, or even both 
partaes, with the resulting risk of bringing 
about violent action on the part of the troops 
who had rot been disarmed. Apert from the 
erecution of the Treaty of Versailles and of the 
decisions of the Supreme Council, which are of 
mterest to all the Allies, there is for France 
the question of the safety of her troops—a 
question which sho is particularly competent 
lo judge. ; 
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ABERTILLERY MURDER. 


CHARGE AGAINST HAROLD 
JONES. 


At the Abertillery Juvenile Court yesterday, 
Harold Jones, aged 15, was charged before the 
magistrates with the murder of Florenco Little, 
aged 11. 
Mr. R. Pashiey, for the prosecution, re 
counted the now familiar circumstances of the 
murder. The girl had her supper at 9 o'clock. 
After supper she went to ihe prisoner's house 
and was not seen again. The prosecution was 
in a position to prove that Harold Jones nover 
left hus house between 9.30 and 10.35, and, what 
was equally important, no one else came in bo- 
tween those times. Coming to the prosecu- 
tion’s theory of the murder, Mr. Pashley said 
a piece of wood was found which the doctor 
thought niight have caused a blow on the head. 
Her throat, it was suggested, was cut over the 
kitchen sink, which would account for the 
absence of any large quantity of blood. The 
weapon used was probably a clasp 
knife found in the kitchen drawer. It 
was a peculiar knife, probably a “ boche ” 
(German), and sharper than a good many 
razors. It was coversd with bloodstains. The 
analyst would say that the blood upon it was 
fresh human blood. It was obvious that the 
murderer, whoever he was, must have etood on 
soinething to haul the body up through the 
trapdoor into thé roof where it wag found, 
Tho police accordingly looked for this object, 
and found in prisoner’s bedroom a table covered 
with a cloth, and on which was a cace contain- 
ing a stuffed bird. ‘Thig table when examined 
was found to be covered with bloodstains. Mr. 
Pashley said that he was not suggesting that 
there was any outrage, but the girl’e clothing 
was torn. When prisonor was éxaminéd next 
day scratches and slight abrasions were found: 
on him, and he said that he got them from 
falling off a bicycle. But the doctor would say 
that they were not a day old. 

THE EVIDENCE. 
The fire witness, Superintendent Lewis, 
Deputy-Chief Constable of Monmouthshire. 
brought out the new fact that in the prisoner's 
trousers pocket seven ladies’ pocket handker- 
chiefs of the latest fashion were found. 
Mrs. Little, the mother of the dead girl, broke 
down completely. She said that when she 
went to the accueed’s house Harold Jones raid 
that Florrie had been there, but had left by 
the bick way. 
Answering Mr. Everett, who appeared for the 
nccused, she said that when ehe spoke io Jones 
at the door he se¢med his natural self, and was 
“al! smiles.” 
Other evidence having been given, the ease 
was adjourned.

THE LORD CHANCELLOR

APPEAL TO THE COUNTRY 


FORESHADOWED. 


In the House of Lords yesterday, 

The. Marquis of Salisbury asked when 
the Lord Chancellor hoped to be in a position 
to make a statement with reference to the 
terms offered to Mr. de Valera, He said that 
he understood there was no prospect of an 
answer being received from Mr. de Valera for 
some weeks. If a further considerable period 
was allowed to elapse it might be assu that 
he and those who thought with him approved 
the method ‘that the Government had pureued 
in seeking a solution of the Irish question, while 
the truth was they felt deeply the shame and 
humiliation involved in these negotiations. 


THE LORD CHANCELLOR. 


The Lord Chancellor said that the position 
was that some days ago proposals were made 
by the Government to the representatives of 
Southern Ireland, which, it was honed, might 
serve as a basis of reconciliation and peace. If 
those terms were accepted it would, of course, 


far se his (ihe Lord Chancelloz’s) 
Unionist colleacues were concerned, they 
had a eonscience clear of any shame 
in the maticr. If the proposals of the 
Government were accepted there would cer- 
tamly be no desire to postnone discussion. If 
the proposals were accepted, and the Govern- 
ment recommended them for the adoption of 
both Houses of Parliament, they would not 
only welcome, but ther would challenge. the 
criticism indicated by Lord Salisbury. If, cn 
the other hand, the Government proposals were 
not accepted by those to whom they were ad- 
dressed, it would, none the less, be necassary 
that Parliament and the country should he ac- 
quainted with the nature and terms of the 
propceals that had been made, and the Govern- 
ment would select an early opportunity of mak- 
ing them known. 
THE GOVERNMENT'S POSITION. 

The situation remained as it was when he 
last spoke on the subject, tough he hoped 
thet they would receive some expression of 
opinion on the offer from those te whom it was 
addressed before Parliament separated. The 
matters dealt with in the. proposels were of 
very high corsequence. Lord Salisbury was, 
po Goubt, right in discerning in the proposals 
matier for animated controversy and difference 
of opinion. They would, no doubt, be much 
discussed. The position of the Government was 
plain. If accepted elsewhere the Government 
would recommend them to Parliament as their 
proposels. They either would got from Partia- 
ment the necessary support for them or they 
would fail, If they failed they would have to 
consider whether the necessary support was 
likely to be fortheoming elsewhere. Was it not 
quite obvious that those who were considering 
the proposals on the other side of the Channel 
were confronted with difficulties at Jeost 
a“ grave, and with coasiderations at 
least as various aa those which existed on. this 
side, and that there were persons to conciliate 
whose concurrence or diesen! must obviously be 
most carefully considered. He contd not under 
stand why Lord Salisbury should grudge the 
davs that were required for the attempt at 
concilintion—days which were happily free from 
those outrages Which had alarmed and distressed 
the whcele country. Fle could not sav exactly 
when he would be able to give an answer to 
Lord Salisbury’s question. 


LORD CREWE. 


The Marquis of Crewe said that if the Govern 
ment had actually suggested definite terms, 
which could either be acecpted or rejected by 
Mr. de Valera and his won rr, he could not 
sce that the Government iad in any senre 


pursuing negotiations with those who spoke for 
the great mojority of Southern Ireland. 


A NOTICE OF MOTION. 


The Marquis of Salisbury gave notice that ow 
Wednesday next he would call attention to the 
negotiations that had taken place between the 
Governnient and Mr. de Valera, and would move 
a resolution. 

The Lord Chancellor said that he took note 
of Lord Salisbury’s intervention. Lord Crewe 
wos quite right in supposing that certain heads 
of a possible agreement were offered to Mr. je 
Valera and his colleagues. There was in exist 
ence, and there bad heen communicated 
to the representatives of Southern Ireland, a 
document which had received the sanction of the 
Cabinet. and which, in substance. made it plain 
to that country the proposals which the Govern- 
ment were willing to accept responsibility for, 
and to place before Parliament. 


MESSAGE FROM MR. DE 
VALERA 
RECEIVED IN DOWNING STREET. 


The Central News Political Correspondent, 
writing last night, caid:—A communication has 
been received by Downing street to-day from 
Mr. de Valera. This is being treated ag con- 
fidential, in the game way that the conversa- 
tions and the terms were regarded. It is not 
a final answer, but is incidental, to the negotia- 
tions, which are continuing, and is understood 
to be of a rather lees favourabie character than 
had been anticipated. 


DAIL CABINET MEETS. 


Jt is not expected that any statement on 
behalf of Sinn Fein, with reference to the Prime 
Minister’s offer, will be made for a few days. 

Mr. de Valera, who was accommpanied by 
Mr. Arthur Griffith, Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, 
and Mr. R. C. Barton, was busy all yesterday 
at the Dublin Mansion House.

THE LORD CHANCEULOR’S HINT.

The Lord Chancellor, who is .invariably ex- 

licit, broke the Governments silence on Jre- 
land last night to the extent of foreshadowing 
a general election in certain eventualities. The 
speech is interpreted as a warning to irrecon- 
cilables on the Unioniet side that if Sinn Fein 
accepts the terms offered by the Government 
the Government are going to stand by these 
terms, and in the event of any formidable 
opposition will go to the country on them.

AMENDMENTS ON REPORT. 


| The Railways Bill, as amemied by the Stand- 
ing Committee, was considered on report in the 
House of Commons yesterday. é 

Sir W. Joyneon Hicks raised a point of order 
as to whether a proposed new et, eee 


Jackson and other members, with the object 
of conferring on railway companies extensive 
— to run road vehicles, wes not outside 
he scope of the bill. He submitted that the 
new powers proposed by the clause would 
entail serious results on thousands of people 
who, on the motion for second reading, could 
not have apprehended that such a p 
— be made. 
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clause referred to must be a matter of 
separate legislation, and could not be introduced 
in this bill. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. J- Graham moved a new clause, pro- 
viding for the continuance of superannuation 
and benefit fund schemes. The Lord Advocate 
said that it vas clear that the obligations of 
the companies must be phe nek oo and the 
best way to effect that was to incorporate in 
the bill the provisions of Part 5 of the Railway 
Clauses Act, i865. ‘That had been done in 
Clause 3. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas said that the legal ad- 
visers of the companies and of the men held 
a view exactly the reverse of the Lord Advo- 
ceate, and they are the best judges of their 
own business. They were prepared to take 
any risk that there was. 

Mr. A. Neal replied that the clause proposed 
would only lead to confusion and trouble. 

After further discussion, Sir Eric Geddes 
offered to consult both sides to see if they 
could agree on a clause before the bill reached 
the Lords if they could do so he would 
undertake to eee thai it wes inserted in the 
Lords, so that those rights should be pro- 
tected. 

Mr. Graham said that on that undertaking 
he would withdraw the clause. 

The clause was withdrawn. 


COMPULSORY GROUPING. 

On Clause 1, which provides for the com- 
puleory grouping of railways, Sir Eric Geddes 
moved to omit the proviso in Sub-section 2, 
giving power to vary any grouping before the 
expiration of a year. He said that since the 
bill left Committee the railway companies and 
he were given to understand—representative 
traders also had come to the Fa séis ama “abh 
this power to vary was really of very little 
value to them. It was in consequence .of re- 
quests from these quarters that he had put 
down this amendment. leaving ovt the power 
to vary, which was inseried at their request, 
while the bill was being drafted. The result 
would Be that all those who believed that 
economics would result from the grouping 
system would be able to see the attainment of 
those economies one year earlier, as the power 
to vary was no longer required. 

Major J. W. Hills said that the railway com- 
panies had hoped to arrange a voluntary system 
of grouping. and he would much rather have 
seen that. But he was bound to admit, after 
the very careful discucsion upstairs; that he 
did not see how they could go behind the 
first schedule. It was right that they should 
ecoept it, and he believed that there was every 
intention of making the grouping system a 
success. 

Lieutenamt-Commander Kenworthy declared 
that this was a retrograde step which he would 
vole against. Fie would like to know what had 
been going-on behind the scenes, whilst all this 
sham warfare had been taking place 

Sir Frederick Banbury supported the amend- 


ment. 

Sir Donald Maclean said that he viewed the 
proposal of the Minister with some degree of 
suspicion, and, after Sir Frederick Banbury’s 
speech, he was quite convinced that to carry 
this amendment would be detrimental to the 
publie interest. It really meant that the 
public were to have no “ look in” at al). 

_ Mr. J. H. Thomas said that it was to the 
interest of all parties tbat amalramation 
should be expedited. E 

Mr. Trevelyan Thomson said that, after the 
big fight in Committee for the right of 
traders to be heard in the matter of grouping 
be felt that there was more in the amendment 
than appeared on the surface. 

Sir Enc Geddes said that the provision that 
traders should be heard was dependent on the 
constituent companies desiring to make repre- 
sentations with a view to variations in group- 
ing. As the companies dij not now desire the 
facility, the traders had no right to be heard.

AMALGAMATION SCHEMES 
On Clause 2, which provides for the pre- 
peration .gnd settiement of amalgamation 
schemes, Major Hills moved an amendment 
obliging constituent companies in any group to 
submit an amalgamation scheme to the Minister 
by June 30th next year, imstcad of 1923, as 
proposed ín the bill. He said that now that the 
roviso for variation of grouping schemes had 
struck out they ought to bring the dates 
forward, and start their economies at the 
earliest possible date.

THE AMALGAMATION TRIBUNAL. 

Mr. Neal moved the omission of Sub-Section 5 
of Clause 2, which required that any scheme of 
amalgamation made in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the clause should not heve effect 
unless approved by a resolution passed by both 
Houses of Parliament. He said that the sub- 
section was inserted in Committee by a majority 
of one. The schemes, when agreed to by the 
companies, would come before a strongly con- 
stituted tribunal, by whom they would be fairly 
and adequately considered. 

Sir Donald Maclean opposed the amendment. 
The decision of the Committee, he thought,

Sir F. Banbury objected to such wide powers 
heing conferred on the three Commissioners who 
met to constitute the tribunal. Such a proposal 
was going back to tlhe days of the Star Chamber. 

Sir Gordon Hewart defended the leaving of 
amalgamation schemes to the amalgamation 
tribunal. There would be an appeal from their 
decision on any question of law. It would be 
their business to deal with a mass of detailed 
and technical matter, which Parliament could 
not attempt to master. 

Major Hills favoured the deletion of the sub- 
section.

THE PAYMENT OF COMPENSATION. 

On Clause 3, which prescribes the provisions 
to be contained in amalgamation schemes, 

Major Hills moved an amendment, sayin 
that any scheme may previde for the payment 
of compensation out of the assets of a con- 
stituent company to the directors of a com- 
pany who suffer by the abolition of ofice. 

Sir Eric Geddes said thet he, personally, 
supported a proposal for a fair measure of 
compensation to such directors. The money 
would come out of the assets of the constituent 
companies, and would noi be debited to work- 
ing expenses. Fle left the question to the 
free decision of the House.
